ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


Crop  Reporting  Board  estimates  place  the  June  production  of  ice  cream  in  the 
United  States  at  73, 235,000  gallons.  This  was  8 percent  larger  than  the  output  for 
the  same  month  last  year  and  was  9 percent  above  the  1953-37  June  average.  The  June 
total  this  year  was  exceeded  only  by  the  80,371,000  gallon  record  output  in  1936 . 

Ice  cream  production  advanced  13  percent  from  May  to  June  this  year,  compared 
with  an  increase  of  9 percent  at  this  time  in  1958  and  a seasonal  gain  of  13  percent 
between  the  5-year  averages  for  these  months.  June  temperatures  averaged  above 
normal  generally  in  the  country  except  in  the  South  Central  Region  and  the  South  At- 
lantic States  from  North  Carolina  to  Georgia, 

During  the  first  half  of  1959 , ice  cream  production  was  up  6 percent  from  the 
January -June  total  last  year  and  12  percent  from  the  1953-57  average  for  the  period. 

Gains  in  ice  cream  production  from  June  a year  earlier  in  all  regions  varied 
from  3 percent  in  the  South  Central  to  12  percent  in  the  Mountain.  Output  was  7 per- 
cent larger  in  the  North  Atlantic  area,  where  increases  were  shown  for  all  states. 
Increases  of  3 and  10  percent,  respectively,  were  reported  in  New  York  and  Pennsylva- 
nia. Sharp  gains  in  most  East  North  Central  States  gave  that  region  a 10-percent 
larger  output.  Ice  cream  production  was  up  7 percent  in  the  West  North  Central 
Region,  where  a decrease  from  June  1958  was  indicated  only  for  Kansas.  In  the  South 
Atlantic  States,  output  was  11  percent  above  a year  ago.  An  increase  of  6 percent 
occurred  in  the  Pacific  Region,  where  gains  were  shown  for  all  states.  California’s 
ice  cream  production  this  June  was  7 percent  larger  than  for  the  sane  month  last  year. 

Compared  with  the  1953-57  June  average,  ice  cream  production  was  larger  in  all 
regions  except  the  West  North  Central,  where  it  was  1 percent  smaller.  The  gains 
ranged  from  6 percent  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  and  South  Central  States  to  19  per- 
cent in  the  South  Atlantic.  Output  was  6 percent  above  average  in  New  York,  the 
same  as  for  the  North  Atlantic  Region  as  a whole.  A gain  of  3 percent  was  reported 
in  Pennsylvania.  An  increase  of  10  percent  was  indicated  for  the  East  North  Central 
Region,  where  all  states  had  gains.  Production  was  up  16  percent  in  both  the 
Mountain  and  Pacific  States,  Ice  cream  production  in  California  this  June  was  15 
percent  above  the  5-year  average  for  the  month.

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Production  of  ice  milk  in  the  United  States  this  June,  estimated  at  13,300,000 
gallons,  was  up  6 percent  from  the  June  output  last  year  and  was  26  percent  above 
the  1953-57  average  for  the  month.  In  the  first  half  of  19 $9 , ice  milk  production 
was  3 percent  larger  than  the  total  for  the  same  months  in  1958  and  was  25  percent 
above  the  5-year  average  for  the  period. 


Compared  with  June  a year  earlier,  slight  decreases  in  ice  milk  output  in  the 
South  Atlantic  States  and  the  West  were  more  than  offset  by  increases  in  all  other 
regions . 

Ice  milk  production  advanced  19  percent  from  May  to  June  this  year.  Output 
increased  11  percent  at  this  time  in  1958,  while  the  seasonal  gain  shown  between  the 
1953-57  averages  for  these  months  is  17  percent.  Increases  from  the  previous  month 
occurred  in  all  regions.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


Sherbet  production  during  June  was  estimated  at  5,265,000  gallons.  This  was  7 
percent  larger  than  the  June  output  in  1958  and  was  5 percent  above  the  1953-57 
average  for  the  month.  Sherbet  production  in  the  first  half  of  this  year  was  up  5 
percent  from  the  6-month  total  in  1958  and  11  percent  from  the  5-year  January -June 
average . 


Sherbet  output  was  larger  than  a year  earlier  in  all  regions  except  the  South 
Atlantic  and  the  Pacific.  The  seasonal  increase  for  the  country  as  a whole  from 
May  to  June  was  26  percent,  compared  with  an  advance  of  17  percent  in  1958  and  a 
gain  of  28  percent  between  the  1953-57  averages  for  these  months.  Advances  in  sher- 
bet production  between  May  and  June  were  shown  for  all  regions.

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"MELLORINE-TYPE"  FROZE!!  DESSERTS  PRODUCTION 


7-22-59 


Estimated  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Eoard  at  5, 815,000  gallons,  the  June  production 
of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other  than  milk-fat 
was  up  10  percent  from  June  1958  and  36  percent  from  the  1953-57  average  for  the 
month.  Cumulative  Hellorine  production  from  January  through  June  was  8 percent 
larger  than  the  Januaiy-June  total  in  1958  and  was  i|0  percent  above  the  5-year  aver- 
age for  the  period. 

Compared  with  June  a year  earlier,  output  was  up  sharply  in  Missouri,  South 
Carolina,  Oregon  and  California.  Moderate  gains  were  reported  for  Illinois  and  Texas, 
while  production  was  unchanged  in  both  Arkansas  and  Louisiana.  Output  was  off  sharp- 
ly in  Alabama  and  Montana.  A small  decrease  in  Hellorine  production  was  indicated 
for  Oklahoma. 

For  the  United  States  as  a whole,  Mellorine  production  increased  11  percent  from 
May  to  June,  compared  with  an  advance 'of  5 percent  at  this  time  last  year  and  a 
seasonal  gain  of  lo  percent  between  the  1953-57  averages  for  these  months.

WATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 


Water  ice  production,  estimated  at  5, 530,000  gallons  for  June,  was  10  percent 
above  the  1953-57  average  for  the  month.  Total  water  ice  output  an  the  first  half 
of  1959  was  15  percent  larger  than  the  5-year  average  for  the  period. 

From  May  to  June  this  year,  water  ice  production  advanced  19  percent.  The 
seasonal  rain  between  the  1953-57  averages  for  these  months  was  27  percent.  Season- 
al increases  occurred  in  all  regions.
